Unwritten ] History of Ogle County 


* Oco. O’Neal,of Freeport, who was)in 
Folo ‘recently .said; 
1 was in Polo 
when it wits in its infancy. 
Being a 
painter by trade, I was the first man 
to paint a bouse in the town. 
It was 
a combination store and 
residence 
owned by /.erms Aplington, aud stood 
on th* present site of Barber's bank. 
1 cane- to Ml Morris in 
1 ■‘52. 
That 
wifi then the chief trading center in 
this locality, and continued to be until 
the completion of the Illinois Central 
Bail road 
In 1850, 1 left Maryland to 
trynriv fortunes in the west. 
The 
railroad extended only as far west as 
Pittsburg. There I took the river to 
Wheeling and from Wheeling to Cm 
cinnatti, 
f rom there J went to Col­ 
umbus, Ohio, and remained a year. 
Afterward I took the river again and 
came down the Mississippi to Cairo. 
That was in March or April and the 
pea« h I ice . were all in bloom. 
My 
«elf and others bound for the north­ 
west, took the boat up the Mississippi 
When we got as far as Keokuk, Iowa, 
we found the river frozen over and the 
boat could make no furt her progress. 
We were refunded our fare between 
Keokuk and Galena, and struck out 
afoot for our dest ination. 
I was alone 
until 1 reached Savanna, and there 
others joined,and we bad a lively little 
company the remainder of our way. 
The country all over Carroll and Ogle 
counties was open and still in its 
prim it ive eondit ion. 
One could go all 
the way from Mt. Morris to Cherry 
Vale, west of For res ton, without, see­ 
ing a fence. 
Frairie land was worth 
$2 50 per acre, 
The earliest settlers 
had located in the timber fearing they 
would freeze to death or biow^Lway 
if they settled on

prairuy
